A proposal to have the benefits 
of the Andover Servicemen’s fund 
extended to include Korean veter- 
ans was discussed last night at a 
meeting of the commanders of the 
town’s four veteran organizations 
and the trustees of the fund, 

The fund, now something over 
$15,000, was raised during World 
War II and was first used to send 
Christmas gifts to men in thé ser- 
vice and phonograph recordings of 
parents voices to those overseas, 

At the close of the war the fund 
was placed under a board of trust- 
ees to assist veterans and their 
immediate dependents in cases of 
need not covered by state or feder- 
al benefits, and to supplement 
state and federal benefits or bene- 
fits from fraternal organizations. 

This was done by a vote of all 
the veterans of the town taken 
about May, 1948, The deed of trust 
allowed loans to those in service 
between Sept. 16, 1940 and July 
25, 1947, 

The four commanders now re- 
quest that the deed of trust be 
changed so that those veterans 
not now entitled to any benefits 
| from the fund be made eligible to 
receive loans,

It has been estimated that 
50 to 60 per cent of all children in 
| southern states—and 35 per cent of 
the general population—have been

some symptom of pinworm infec- 
tion is a con- 
stant itching.

eggs may be 
passed via 
almost any arti- 
cle used by the 
afflicted person — a fact which 
makes it important to disinfect 
such articles before they are used 
| by anyone else, 

In the past pinworm was often 
treated with a disinfectant called 
gentian violet, but this treatment 
was not alway effective. More re- 
cently antibiotics have been used 
\with greater success, In one study, 
in which terramycin was adminis- 
|tered, the treatment was successful 
in 59 out of 61 cases, 

Pinworm, while often difficult to 
treat, is usually not dangerous, The 
disease may interfere with eating 
and result in loss of weight, ner- 
vousness, and anemia.
